DISCUSSES HEALTH 


AS ECONOMIC VALUE 


Effort Today Is Directed To- 
wafd Preventing Diseases 


in Children. 


The value of the correction of 


physical defects in children from 
an economic standpoint, as well 
as from the standpoint of build- 
ing a happier and more progres- 
sive community, was emphasized 
in an address by Miss Martha 
Peters, county Red Cross health 
nurse, before the Rotary club at 
the organization's weekly-lunch- 
eon Tuesday at the Odd Fellows 
temple. 


The program was arranged by 


and was in charge of Warder 
Wyatt, who introduced 
the 


speaker, as well as guests .of the 
club, Miss Anna Bohannon of 
the Woman's Council, which has 
charge of the annual sale of 
Christmas Seals, and Mrs. Ro- 
bert Ray, who will be in charge 
of the annual Red Cross mem- 
bership drive this year. 


The only other guest present 


was the Rev. E. H. Boldrey, new 
pastor of St. Paul's Methodist 
Episcopal church. 


Miss Peters explained that the 


Red Cross membership cam- 
paign, to be conducted next 
month, makes possible the lim- 
ited public health nursing serv- 
.ce which she is providing. She 
is now here on her third three- 
months period of service. 


"We can't carry on a very ex- 


;ensive program in this limited 
time," Migs-Peters said, ."but we 
are finding that they are periods 
of discovery. 


"Health is fundamental. A 


:ew years ago we thought only 
of curing diseases, but today we 
;hink of preventing them and of 
preserving health. It is worth 
while from an economic stand- 
point." 


She stated that most of her 


work had been done in the 
schools, with an occasional visit 
nto a home to get an idea of the 
environment of the child. A 
nurse working in the schools, 
she commented, is only scratch- 
ing the surface and opening the 
way for future service. The fa- 
ther may be found to be afflicted 
with tuberculosis, she stated, 
and there may be found a young 
mother who needs guidance in 
the care of her baby. 


When the health problem is 


in the home." she went on to 
ay, "the whole family is affect- 
ed. We can't separate the family 
and therefore all are affected to 
some degree. We are not making 
medical examinations, but we are 
able through our training to be 
able to detect diseases that are 
obvious." 


Miss Peters said she had found 


hat half of the school children 
lave defective vision, more than 
half diseased teeth, more than 
one-third defective throats and 
many defective hearing. All can 
>e corrected and all are quite a 
factor in the child's nutrition, 
she asserted. 


Other habits are definitely' 


related to nutrition," Miss Peters 
continued. "Teachers are ex- 
iected to fill children with know- 
edge and if the child is not phy- 
sically fit, he can't absorb 
knowledge. We have found that

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Television Seeks Better 


Spot in Short Wave Band 


By.C. E. BUTTERFIELD 


(A. P. Radio Editor) 


New York (AiP.)— Television is 


looking for a place higher in the 
short wave bands. 
Experiments which have been 


under way for the last two years 
or so have definitely established 
that transmission of radio pic- 
tures is more successful between 
150 and 185 meters than in other 
sections of the wave spectrum. 
This is particularly true where 
the intention is to- cover the lo- 
cal area. 


Another serious problem that 


has been encountered is the 
matter of interference. A big 
share of this is due to the har- 
monics of broadcast stations: 
The harmonic of a station Is a 
sort of reflected: copy of the pro- 
gram being sent; out on the reg- 
ular wave,- but which can be 
heard on certain, short wave 
channels, sometimes in as many 
as two or three iplaces. 


Some broadcast stations have 


harmonics which land in the 
•television experimental channels 
and cause a considerable messing 
up of ithe transmitted pictures. 
T These.,outlined«difficulties are 


'some of the problems which have 
confronted the engineers of the 
Jenkins laboratories'in Jersey 
City, N. J., according to D. E. 
Replogle, president. 


At'-present the laboratory is 


using the'wavelength hi the vi- 
cinity of 107 meters for its tele- 
vision transmissions. In that 
band has been encountered con- 
siderable trouble from broadcast 
harmonics that apparently can- 
not be overcome. 


One suggestion advanced is a 


proposed trade with amateur ra- 
dio phone users, some of whom 
have assignments ^ around 180 
meters. This suggestion is that 
these amateurs agree to take 
the bands from 100 tar 120 me- 
ters and that television go into 
the: space from 150 to 185 meters. 


:. Another matter pointed, out by 
Mr. Replogle is the need of high 
power in television 'experimental 
broadcasts. To deliver a more 
reliable signal he believes that 
at least 20 kilowatts be< permit- 
ted in most every instance. He 
also believes that it is1 advisable 
to use only clear channels for 
pictures.

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A NATION OF READERS 


Do Americans read more or less than they once 


did and are they reading literature .that will be 
beneficial and uplifting? 


The answer would be, in all probability, from 


the person not giving it much thought and not 
seeking the facts, that reading is not as wide- 
spread as it once was because of the tendency of 
the times-. 


The age in which we live on the surface seems 


to be one whose customs would not be conduc- 
tive to reading, Reading requires time and time 
is about the dearest commodity on earth these 
days, due to the multiplied activities of men and 
women. 


But the facts are the opposite. In the ten years 


since" 1920 the number of books and pamphlets 
I has more than doubled. In 1929, the last year for 
1 which government statistics are available, 359,- 
1000,000 copies have been issued, exclusive of 
newspapers and magazines. 


Of these, 30 million were fiction, 49 million were 


children's books, 49 million were books on rp- 
ligion and theology, 96 million books on educa- 
tion (including school text books,) 61 million 
books of a general character and 73 million vol- 
umes not falling in these classifications. 


These figures show that many more books are 


being read than ever before and from other fig- 
ures it is estimated that for every American 
household there is distributed every day at least 
one newspaper, every week two weeklies and 
every month three monthly magazines. 


The average American family buys less than 


four books a year, but this should not be dis- 
couraging because it does not take into con- 
siderations the wide circulation of library books, 
which are in greater demand than ever before in 
history. 


Of course, not all literature is to be recom-. 


mended, but a nation that reads may well have 
some hope for the future. Reading means a de- 
sire to / learn and where that 
least decay has not set in.

Most 


sweaters can be 
successfully 


washed if care is taken to keep 
them from stretching out of 
shape. It is a good idea to jot 
down the measurements before 
washing, so that if necessary the 
sweater can be stretched back 
into its original size and shape. 


Use soapsuds and lukewarm 


water, squeezing the suds gently 
through the mesh. Rinse and 
press out as much of the water 
as possible without wringing, 
then roll the garment to a towel. 
When most of the moisture has 
been absorbed, spread it out to 
its correct shape on a towel un- 
til it is dry. Press on the wrong 
side with a moderately hot iron.

called on him. 


Police scouted Diamond's sto- 


nerity and were equally skeptical 
about the stories they elicited 
from Marian Roberts, the chorus 
girl who entertained Diamonc 
just before the shooting hi her 
room in the Hotel Monticello. It 
adjoined the room where he was 
attacked. 


Marian was held as a material 


witness. She said Diamond was 
breakfasting with her yesterday 
forenoon when the clerk tele- 
phoned them "two guys were 
coming up." While she was in 
her bath, Diamond went to his 
room with the visitors, she said, 
and she proceeded to take a nap, 
oblivious to the shooting until 
much later in the day. 


Tonight another woman en- 


tered the case. An attractive 
blonde girl was taken from an 
uptown hotel for questioning 
and there were rumors that sev- 
eral days ago she knowingly re- 
marked that Jack Diamond had 
not ten more days to live. Po- 
lice refused to discuss her.
